The vice president has been 
very quiet about this, and other 
pledges to the REA, especially 
in those states where the power 
lobby is most outspoken against 
TVA and where it has bitterly 
assailed the low REA rates. 


The Nixon pledge, contrary to 
the Eisenhower position, includes 
a promise to help build more 
transmission lines and also ad- 
ditional generating power. There 
is a further assurance that he 
will, if elected, defend REA 
against its enemies and do all 
he can to help these power co- 
operatives become stronger local 
operations. 


Five Pledges 


The Nixon break with adminis- 
tration policy, which he previously 
had supported, was made in writ- 
ten form and consisted of five 
separate pledges. REA officials 
were, of course, enormously 
pleased, but refused to comment 
on why the vice president sud- 
denly reversed himself and ac- 
cepted all the original ‘New 
Deal” arguments in behalf of 
strong local REA co-ops. 


But it is no secret that business 
publications, belatedly discover- 
ing the pledges, are beginning to 
call it a late, “parochial” bid for 
votes. They see it as a move 
made out of fear of a deteriorat- 
ing position and as a desperate 
effort to hold on to farm vote 
majorities. 

Whatever the reason, this is the 
first complete break with the 
Eisenhower administration policy 
and as such has significance. It 
will not please the power com- 
pany bloc nor will it delight 
bankers and other financial in- 
terests. Nor will it gladden the 
heart of Barry Goldwater. 


The two per cent REA borrow- 
ing rate has been a rock in the 
shoe of power interests for a 
good 20 years. They were suc- 
cessful in involving strong White 
House support. Indeed, the Presi- 
dent almost succeeded in having 
the Congress expunge the rate. 


Troubled Man 


Without question, Mr. Nixon is 
a troubled man. He is having to 
move . through depressed indus- 
trial areas and, in effect, ignore 
their situation. He has been 
forced to talk about freedom and 
Sen. Kennedy’s position on Matsu, 
Quemoy and Cuba in areas where 
thousands of unemployed were in 
his crowds. He cannot very well 
go into any real discussion of the 
depressed economy without, in ef- 
fect, seeming to sustain Sen. Ken- 
nedy’s charge that the Eisen- 
hower policies have failed do- 
mestically as well as internation- 
ally. 


In central and western Penn- 
sylvania the vice president was 
confronted in some cities with 
groups of unemployed carrying 
signs which, in their acid bitter- 
ness, must have disturbed Mr. 
Nixon deeply, both personally and 
politically. 


At York, Pennsylvania, for ex- | 


ample, there were signs to greet 
him reading: 


“Welcome Nixon to our growing 
ranks—5,834 York County’s Un- 
employed.” 


“Welcome to York County— 
more unemployed, fewer em- 
ployed—we never had it so good.” 

“We never had it so good—we 
have lost our jobs.”

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Vandiver 
Sees State 
Still Loyal 


Gov. Vandiver said Friday night 
a telephone call by Sen. John F. 
Kennedy to the wife of the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. could af- 
fect the presidential campaign in 
Georgia to some extent. But he 
didn’t think that Georgia would 
fail to go Democratic. “She al- 
ways has and I believe she will 
again this year,” he said. 


The governor made the com- 
ment to newsmen at a Demo- 
cratic dinner at Richmond, Va., 
where he was the featured 
speaker. 


In his speech Vandiver made a 
strong bid to bring Virginia — 
generally considered to be leaning 
strongly toward the Republican 
ticket, back into the Democratic 
fold.

DAVENPORT, Iowa (UPI)— 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
charged Friday night that Sen. 
John F. Kennedy is trying to 
“wiggle out’’ of his farm pro- 
gram and to scare the voters 
with predictions of a new depres- 
sion. 


Kennedy has failed to rebut 
charges that his farm plan would 
send food prices soaring, Nixon 
said. He also predicted that 
Americans won't buy Kennedy's 
contention that the country is in 
an economic slump. 


Nixon laced into his presiden- 
tial opponent in a whistlestop tour 
before enthusiastic audiences in 
the pivotal farm belt state of 
Illinois and in a windup farm 
policy address in the Mississippi 
River city of Davenport. 


At Davenport, Nixon renewed 
his charge that Kennedy’s farm 
plan would increase food prices 
25 per cent and increase the over- 
all cost of living index by 6 per 
cent.

The State Revenue Department 
filed assessments for delinquent 
taxes of $21,707.26 against the 
Chambers Music Co. of Athens 
and $5,564.18 against the Doug- 
las Music Co., Inc. of Douglas.

“On the basis of this affidavit, 


‘the evidence of my investigation, 


and the assessment of $21,707.26, I 
do not deem any action seeking 
the revocation of the corporate 
charter appropriate at this time,”’ 
Cook declared. 


Cook earlier had said he was 
considering action to revoke the 
charter on grounds it was being 
used for an illegal purpose. 


In his statement Friday, Cook 
pointed out he had ordered the 
probe because of ‘“‘alleged sales 
tax deficiencies and the possible 
use of a corporate charter for an 
illegal purpose—that is slot ma- 
chine operations.” 


William L. Norton Jr. of Gaines- 
ville, attorney for Chambers, said 
his client would “‘pay about half 
the assessment and contest the 
rest.” 


Norton pointed out that part of 
the assessment was based on pro- 
ceeds from music boxes and part 
on proceeds from slot machines. 


Chambers will contest all of that 
portion dealing with slot machine 
proceeds, Norton said, on the 
grounds “‘it is against public pol- 
icy to tax something which is 
recognized as being illegal.”

“If the great things that have 
been done are ‘standing still,’ 
then I say America needs more 
of it,” he continued. 


He described Nixon as a man 
with “character, ability, respon- 
ability, experience’”’ who should 
be elected.

GOP presidential candidate Richard 
Nixon is showing signs of panic. Surely 
only such a state of mind could explain 
his pledge that if elected he will visit 
all Russian satellite nations in Western 
Europe in order to “carry the message of 
freedom into the Communist world.” 


This is a new version of an old GOP 
cry but this time it isn’t likely to be 
heard. Voters remember Ike’s pledge in 
1952, “I will go to Korea.” They have 
not forgotten the other slogans: “Roll 
back the Iron Curtain;” “Liberate the 
satellites;” “Soft on communism,” etc. 

During the interim the curtain has not 
been rolled back and we have the horri- 
ble example of Hungary as a “liberated” 
satellite. Where the Cold War battle 
areas in 1952 were in the Persian Gulf 
and the Eastern Mediterranean, today 
they are in the South Atlantic and the 
Caribbean. 


From the defensive in Korea, in For- 
mosa Strait, in Southeast Asia and in 
Eastern Europe in 1952, the Communists 
today have the offensive against the 
United States and the West in Cuba, in 
Africa and in the United Nations. 


Ike, who went to Korea, is the man 
who in 1960 could not go to Moscow or to 
Japan. Is Khrushchev likely to permit 
Nixon to whistle-stop through the satel- 
lites urging them to throw off the Com- 
munist yoke? This Khrushchev, you re- 
member, is the man who came to the 
United Nations in New York to condemn 
the United States as a threat to the peace 
of the world and he’s talking about “lib- 
erating” Africa and Latin America. 

These shopworn slogans no longer will 
serve. If Mr. Nixon wants to visit a satel- 
lite nearer home, he might try Cuba. He 
might try to find out-also what happened 
on this island 90 miles off the U.S. coast 
during the past seven years.

He was teacher and associate headmaster 
at McCallie School in Chattanooga for 10 
years, coming to Darlington as headmas- 
ter in 1921. Health forced his retirement 
in 1954. 


Dr. Wilcox was a great teacher in the 
full meaning of the word. Boys learned 
much from him that could not be had 
from books or blackboards. It is no ex- 
aggeration to say he was an inspiration to 
hundreds of young men and that every- 
one who knew him had respect and ad- 
miration for him. He made a large con- 
tribution to community life in Rome and 
to the field of education generally.

He suggests car dealers could begin 
now to issue valid titles with each new 
car sale and within a period of a few 
years virtually every vehicle on the road 
would be under an adequate title.

U.S. a Mystery, 
Experts Finding 


CHICAGO—The joke in this election is on the 
experts. All the techniques of the sociologist and 


all the skills of the electronic engineer have - 
been added to politics. The hucksters and the pollsters, the mass 
psychologists and the make-up artists, have all been mobilized by 
Nixon and Kennedy alike, but to no avail. 


The American people remain a 
mystery. They are too numerous 
and too restless. The experts 
study them in the streets and in 
the railroad yards and along the 
country roads, and even measure 


their shrieks and applause, but 
the new political scientists are 
more baffled about how it is all 
coming out than the old ward- 
heelers in the days of Mark 
Hanna. 

The pattern of American presi- 
dential elections merely adds to 
the frustrations of the experts. 
For while it is now popular in the 
present confusion to predict that 
the election will be close, the pat- 
tern is precisely the opposite. 

Except for 1948 and 1924, every 
winner has polled more than 55 
per cent of the major party vote 
and thus defeated his rival by 
more than 10 per cent. The 
closest elections of this century 
were 1916 and 1948, and even then, 
Woodrow Wilson secured 3 per 
cent more of the popular vote 
than Charles Evans Hughes and 
Harry Truman got 4 per cent 
more than Thomas Dewey. 

Oddly enough, the experts in the 
Nixon and Kennedy parties were 


saying that this same pattern 
would probably be followed next 
month. Most bets were on Ken- 
nedy, but few were sure that they 
could read the mood of the coun- 
try aright. 

The reasons for this uncertainty 
are clear enough. Never since the 
Kinsey Report have reporters and 
pollsters run into so many citi- 
zens who seem to resent being 
questioned. Those who are going 
to vote for Kennedy because he is 
a Catholic, or against him for the 
same reason, are seldom willing 
to admit it. And together these 
two groups add up to an impon- 
derable so large as to defy accu- 
rate analysis. 

Beyond this the loosening . of 
former political allegiances, the 
influence of the television debates, 
which encourage individual rath- 
er than group voting, and the rise 
and movement of the population 
have all made political prophecy 
a highly dangerous craft. 

It is no wonder that the experts 
are confused. They are trying to 
put calipers on a continent that 
won't stand still, that is restless 
in mind and body, and doesn’t 
much want to be questioned any- 
way.

Housing construction is off for 
the nation as a whole this year. 


40 PER DAY 


Housing permits were issued here 
during the seven-month period at 
the rate of 40 units a day, the 
Commerce department report 
said. This ranked Atlanta 13th 
among 41 of the nation’s largest 
metropolitan areas and fourth in 
the South, behind Washington, 
Tampa-St. Petersburg and Dallas.

Georgia and Tech are engaged in homecoming 
football socials Saturday afternoon. The Bulldogs hope 
to entertain old grads with a triumph over Tulsa in 
Sanford Stadium and the Engineers have designed a 
blueprint to spoil the Duke party in Durham. 


The Georgia game is dedicated to the most dedicated booster 
Georgia football ever had, which means George (Kid) Woodruff 
is being honored. 


George Woodruff played for Geor- 
gia, coached Georgia, served on 
the athletic board, served as chair- 
man of the Student Educational Fund 
and on the Board of Regents. 


A wealthy businessman way back 
in 1923, Woodruff returned to Georgia 
as head coach at a dollar a year sal- 
ary. He remained until 1928 when he 
handed the reins to a bright young 
assistant named Harry Mehre. 


Woodruff authored a glowing chap- 
ter in Georgia football and had a great 
influence in changing the game down 
South. He introduced the Notre Dame 
shift in this area and hired three 
famous Notre Dame graduates to 
teach the formation. In addition to 
Mehre. Frank Thomas and Jim Crow- 
ley used Georgia as a springboard to 

prominence as head coaches. Thomas, of course, is a legend at 
Alabama, and Crowley moulded great teams at Michigan State and 
Fordham. 


Woodruff developed All-America ends Chick Shiver and Tom 
Nash. Scrappy Moore, the Chattanooga coach; Howell Hollis, Dr. 
Kels Boland and Buster Kilpatrick were among his many [foot- 
ball pupils. 


—Bulldogs Honor No. | Booster 


Woodruff handvicked Mehre as his successor and was in- 
strumental in bringing Wallace Butts to Georgia. Mehre and 
Butts agree that Woodruff is Georgia’s No. 1 booster. 


The man who has done so much for 
Georgia won't be present at his day 
Saturday. Due to ill health, he'll re- 
main in Columbus, but his heart will 
be with Georgia . . . just as it has 
been for a half century. 


The football game matches the 
leading Southeastern Conference quar- 
terback against the Missouri Valley 
ace. Francis Tarkenton, the Bulldogs’ 
All-America candidate, leads the SEC 
in total offense with 847 yards. Tulsa's 
Jerry Keeling heads the Valley backs 
with 786. 

After watching Keeling in action on 
film, Coach Butts proclaimed that 
Georgia won't encounter a finer quar- 
terback this season. Tulsa's Bobby 
Dobbs, a staunch Keeling backer, re- 

oodruff turns the compliment by saying that 
Tarkenton tops the list of Tulsa rivals. 


Tulsa clobbered Cincinnati, 34-3, last week to square its 
season record, 3-3, and has averaged 311.5 yards per outing. 
Georgia knocked off Kentucky, 17-13, in a thriller in Lexington. 
The Homecoming show should be interesting, but the Bulldogs 
figure te win their lith straight in Sanford Stadium, say by a 
score of 35-153. 


Up in Durham, Georgia Tech encounters a tough opponent for 
the seventh straight week. In fact, observers say that Bill Murray 
has the finest Duke team since 1955. A methodical outfit during 
most of Murray's regime, Duke has dressed up its offense this year. 
The Blue Devils have gained considerable yardage and publicity 
with lonesome end Tee Moorman, who snagged a record 11 passes 
in a 31-0 whomping of South Carolina. 


The Blue Devils have recorded two or more TDs against 
every foe except Michigan, the team which administered the lone 
setback, 31-6. Duke has whipped South Carolina, Maryland, North 
Carolina and Clemson, all ACC affiliates. 


Tech has traveled a much tougher road than Duke and rolls 
into this traditional scuffle with a 4-2 record. Defense has been the 
Engineer trademark since the opening dart past Kentucky. 


The Tech line, flashing improvement in each game, has sur- 
rendered only two touchdowns in its last three battles with LSU, 
Auburn and Tviane. 


Both teams appear stronger than a year ago when Joel Ar- 
rington of Thomasville, Ga. dashed 84 yards and Art Browning 
toed a field goal to afford Duke a 10-7 verdict at Grant Field. 


—Duke Rates Slight Edge Over Tech 


Oddsmakers rate this one about even, with Duke a point favorite 
in some quarters. A field goal may decide it. Duke has scored only 
two touchdowns against Tech in five games, and the Blue Devils 
may equal that total Saturday.-Duke gets a nafrow nod here by a 
score of 17-13. 


Important conference battles are being fought in Gainesville. 
Fla., where Ray Graves’ surprising Gators take on Auburn, and 
in Oxford, Miss., where Ole Miss goes against LSU. ‘ 


Florida and Ole Miss are sitting atop the SEC standings with 
34 credentials. Certified for the second-division by the experts, 
Florida has upset Tech and LSU en route to a 5-1 overall record. 


The Gaters are again cast in an underdog role. Florida has 
several regulars ailing, and Auburn may now be the strongest 
team in the league. Graves’ troops will be keyed to a fever 
pitch, but Larry Libertore won’t be making any long runs 
against the Plainsmen. Auburn is the pick here by a 14-0 margin. 


LSU, still burning from the 21-0 Sugar Bowl lashing by Ole 
Miss, could wipe out a season of frustration by upending the Rebs. 
The Bengals rank sixth in the nation in points surrendered (29 in 5 
games), but they've scored only two touchdowns in winning one 
and losing four. This game may be surprisingly close, so mark 
Ole Miss the winner, 21-14.

Earlier at the two-day regional 
meeting, Dr. Foster's successor- 
to-be as president of the organi- 
zation took a similar stand on 
keeping schools open. 


Dr. A. G. Clark, assistant su- 
perintendent of schools in Alle- 
gheny County, Pa., said the group 
needs to “be aware of threats to 
our public school systems and to 
stand ever stronger for the pub- 
lic schools.”

“It happens all the time in 
France and there’s nothing 
sissy about it,” designer 
Jacques Esterel said in an 
interview. 


In addition to designing 
Clothes, the little Frenchman 
also is a composer, engineer, 
entertainer, author’ and  play- 
wright. 


He reached fashion’s highest 
plane through his talent—and 
publicity stemming from the 
gingham wedding dress he 
stitched for Brigitte Bardot. 


“Teen-agers here are differ- 
ent from teen-agers in France,” 
he said, “and if I am to please 
them, I must talk to them and 
learn what they think about.” 


Esterel was amazed when he 
learned that American girls 
usually don’t take the boy 
friend into dress departments 
with them.

Many minerals, particularly the sulfides, 
when heated in a limited supply of air, react 
to give a metal and a volatile product contain- 
ing the material formerly present in the anion of 
the ore.

It should be clear that the air supply must be 
carefully regulated so that oxides are not formed 
instead of the metal.

A woman whose job is “‘de- 
voted to our greatest national 
resource — the people of the 
United States,” Friday pointed 
to the work of her department 
to underscore Republicans’ ‘‘con- 
cern for the unfortunate, the old 
and the poor.” 


Miss Bertha Adkins, under- 
secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, declared that her 
department was created “to 
meet human needs.” 


Addressing more than 600 
Women of Georgia for Nixon 
and Lodge at a luncheon at the 
Piedmont Driving Club in At- 
lanta, Miss Adkins said she 
has been “thrilled by the work 
we are doing.” She observed 
that her office was established 
by a Republican Congress and 
that its work has since been 
“vastly expanded.” 


RESEARCH INCREASED 


“In the past seven years,” 
Miss Adkins said, “‘medical re- 
search has increased tremen- 
dously, with particular empha- 
sis upon cancer, heart diseases, 
mental illness; federal assist- 
ance to medical research has 
increased sevenfold since 1954. 
In addition, the federal gov- 
ernment stepped up its pro 
gram to assist in constructing 
hospitals, nursing homes and 
medical facilities in partner- 
ship with the states. A new 
division of radiological health 
was created to pioneer work in 
this field.” 


She termed the National De- 
fense Education Act of 1958 the 
“greatest program of national 
action for educating our youth” 
since the Republicans, under 
Abraham Lincoln, provided for 
the great land grant colleges of 
this country. 


“About 135,000 students in 
over 1,400 colleges and universi- 
ties have received loans since 
the program began,”’ Miss Ad- 
kins pointed out. “And 2,500 
graduate fellowships have been 
awarded. Another 1,500 will be 
granted this year.” 


COMBAT PREJUDICE 


The Atlanta visitor empha- 
sized ‘“‘we Republicans are con- 
cerned that old and young 
alike have opportunities to 
live happy and _. productive 
lives.” She added that the cur- 
rent administration worked to 
combat prejudice against em- 
ploying the older worker—to 
provide more housing for the 
elderly and to give greater eco- 
nomic security to retired men 
and women. 


“We studied the problem of 
cost of long-term illness to 
older people,”” Miss Adkins re- 
called, ‘‘and we proposed a 
plan of medical care which 
would be voluntary in nature 
and give assistance to those 
who needed it. Vice President 
Nixon advocates a voluntary 
plan which will give all people 
over 65 years of age the oppor- 
tunity to have health insurance 
if they want it. No one is com- 
pelled to have it. 


“And if you want health in- 
surance,” she explained, “‘you 
will have a choice of either 
government or private insur- 
ance.” 


MEDICAL BILL LASHED 


Miss Adkins lashed out at the 
medical care bill passed by the 
Democratic-controlled Congress, 
declaring “it pleases no one.” 

“But,” she added, “it is a 
beginning upon which the vice 
president stated he will 
build.”

Grand Jury realizes that

It is 
practicable to do this. We can 
state, therefore, that our re- 
sponsibility was not taken lightly, 
and that we have done what we 
sincerely believe to be in the best 
interests of our county. 
REGISTRATION OF VOTERS 
The Tax Commissioner at pres- 
ent is also the Registrar of Voters. 
Since there is no direct relation- 
ship between the functions of the 
Registrar's office and that of the 


separate entities with a full time 
Registrar of Voters. 


The number registered in this 
county is pitifully low. We fully 
endorse the efforts of the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters and of 
others to encourage and aid in 
the registration of citizens to vote. 
The present facilities offer no en- 
couragement to prospective new 
voters to register. Parking faclli- 
ties are exceedingly difficult to 
find and many will hesitate to 
come on this account. Further- 
more, the Registration Depart- 
ment is in a place where it is 
not too easy to find. 

We recommend that further con- 
sideration be given to the idea 
of making registration possible in 
the respective municipalities of 
ths county at certain times and 
at well advertised places. 


SPECIAL DEPUTIES 


There are currently in Fulton 
County 2,082 Special Deputy Sher- 
iffs. Their appointments all will 
expire on December 31, 1960.

In March 1959 a special over- 
time night watch of walking po- 
licemen was created in an ef- 
fort to curb a sharp upswing in 
burglaries. Nine months later the 
K-9 Corps was added to the patrol. 
Both were helpful in controlling 
burglaries. So far this year At- 
lanta has 1'2-pct. fewer burglaries 
than last year, though the national 
trend is upward. 

Upon investigating the problem 
of policing unincorporated areas, 
we are of the opinion that it is 
being handled sufficiently by the 
Atlanta Police Department. We 
do not feel that it would be in| 
the best interest of the citizens 
of Fulton County to transfer their 
responsibility to the Sheriff's Of- 
fice or to a county police depart- 
ment. 

We find that Atlanta City Po 
licemen appearing before the 
Grand Jury and the Municipal 
Courts on their off hours to testify 
in cases which they make, re- 
ceive no compensation for this 
time. We recommend that they 
be paid a reasonable compen- 
sation by the city for this service. 

FIRE PROTECTION 

We find the Atlanta Fire De- 
partment to be efficient, progres- 
sive, and staffed by well-trained 
men.
